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The World of Motion stands essentially complete among the pines. The building's 
circular shape infers the importance of the wheel to the history of transportation. 


A visit to the World of Motion in Future World is like a lesson in 
history ... a bit more exciting perhaps, as this Epcot Center exhibit 
is dedicated to man’s everlasting interest in movement and his 
undying attempts to achieve greater mobility. Just as the title of this 
story suggests, man's desires to travel long distances quickly and 
easily and to discover better modes of transportation aren't easily 
satisfied. Even today, he strives to perfect the existing forms and 
invent those of tomorrow, and we can expect this trend to continue. 
With this in mind, let's look into the World of Motion and take its step 
by step tour of man’s progress in transportation throughout history. 

The actual building housing the World of Motion is circular in 
shape, symbolically representing a major breakthrough in trans- 
portation history ... the wheel. Once inside, guests will glide 
through the show on Omnimovers and view their ancestor's en- 
deavors to create the ultimate form of transportation. Let's take a 
quick ride through the show. 
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Imagine yourelf living in the era of Nomadic hunters, when 
survival depended solely upon physical strength. Each man had his 
very own personal, built-in form of transportation ... footpower. 

Several generations later, man realized the limits of footpower 
and recognized the promise of animal power as well. Although this 
new form of transportation was less tiring, it was more frustrating. 
There had to be a better way. 

The better way appeared in Sumaria where someone discovered 
the wheel, a phenomenon drastically changing the course of trans- 
portation. Not only was the discoyery a breakthrough for transpor- 
tation, but it also appeared in many other places, like weapons and 
architecture. 

Moving along, man harnessed the powerofthe windin the sails of 
great vessels, which greatly increased his mobility and brought 
distant civilizations to one another for the first time. 

Soon after, the genius of Leonardo da Vinci inspired man to don 
wings, somewhat unsuccessfully. But he didn't give up on flying 
altogether; rather, he enlisted the help of hot air balloons to quench 
his thirst of flying.

Meanwhile, back on the ground, 
magnificent steamships chugged 
down the Mississippi and the 
locomotive gradually replaced the 
Conestoga wagon on western trails. 
Another form of transportation, the 
bicycle, became popular. 

Combining the luxurious carriages 
and engines of the 19th-century and 
the populations’ increasing desire for 
even greater mobility, 20th-century 
inventors created the automobile. 
Finally freed from cumbersome and 
time-consuming modes of transpor- 
tation, society took to the freeways 
and enjoyed living in the suburbs. 
Another spinoff — the recreational 
vehicle — introduced the now fam- 
ous "get-away vacation.” After the 
automobile, transportation was no 
longer a luxury; it became a neces- 
sity. 

Four hundred years after da 
Vinci's attempts to fly, man took to the 
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sky. Airplanes supplied higher and 
faster transportation and carried 
man further than ever before. 

During the show's finale in Center- 
core, guests will experience a 
1%-minute fantasy created directly 
from conceptual drawings and 
utilizing the illusionary effects of fibre 
optics, lasers and fog. 

Even the sponsor of the pavilion, 
General Motors, has an established 
place in transportation history. With 
the help of WED and MAPO desig- 
ners, GM created a film and an ad- 
vanced technology exhibit which will 
be displayed on the first floor of the 
building. 

You might think that a show of this 
magnitude requires many cast 
members to keep it going. On the 
contrary, the pavilion’s sophisticated 
design and streamlined operations 
will employ 20 Operations hosts/ 
hostesses. 

You'll be able to see the World of 
Motion pavilion for yourself along 
with your family and fellow cast 
members during Epcot Center site 
tours over the next few weekends. 
Make note of this and all the other 
pavilions in Future World and World 
Showcase, and remember to keep 
reading the EYES & EARS for more 
information.
